K-M  Hall  Will 
Accommodate 
Missionaries 

Instead  of  housing  men  stu- 
dents next  year,  Knight  Mangum 
Hall  will  accommodate  mission- 
aries of  The  Church  of  Jesus  of 
Latter-day  Saints  who  have  been 
living  at  Allen  Hall  under  the 
special  training  program  of  the 
Church,  Fred  A.  Schwendiman, 
director  of  student  housing,  has 
announced. 

Housing  for  the  250  students 
involved  in  the  change  will  be 
handled  in  the  following  manner: 
Allen  Hall  will  accommodate  the 
72  men  who  applied  at  the  earli- 
est dates  for  Knight  Mangum 
Hall. 

THE  BALANCE  of  the  waiting 
list  will  be  given  reservations  in 
University-owned  private  homes. 
The  homes,  adjacent  to  the  cam- 
pus, are  operated  on  a board  and 
room  basis  under  University 
housing  supervision. 

Students  living  in  these  homes 
will,  in  large  part,  receive  their 
meals  at  Cannon  Center,  Director 
Schwendiman  said.

Personal 

Commitment 

Discussed 

“Personal  commitment”  was 
the  topic  discussed  by  Dr.  Reed 
H.  Bradford  of  .the  Sociology 
Dept,  in  Sunday  night’s  tri-stake 
fireside. 

Personal  commitment  one  was 
“the  mail  goal.”  Using  the  scrip- 
tures for  his  guide,  he  defined 
the  main  goal  as  eternal  life 
reachable  by  “the  right  activities 
for  the  right  motives.” 

The  second  personal  commit- 
ment was  growth  in  all  aspects 
of  personal  life.  This  may  be 
achieved  by  learning  from  rea- 
son, authority,  science,  exper- 
ience and  revelation. 

The  third  commitment  he  dis-. 
cused  was  to  marriage  and  the 
family.  The  popular  image  di  a 
successful  American  marriage  is 
the  “love-goddess  cult”  where 
physical  and  emotional  attraction 
is  exploited  and  emphasized  to 
the  exclusion  of  other  family 
joys:  “paired  unity”  and  the  spir- 
it of  kindness,  patience,  love  and 
understanding. 

The  fourth  personal  commit- 
ment was  one  of  administration. 
“The  great  administrator,”  he  ex- 
plained, "will  be  one  who  can 
make  his  workers  feel  that  they 
are  all  achieving  together.” 

Teaching  was  the  fifth  person- 
al commitment  achieved  by  help- 
ing the  student  to  learn  it  him- 
self, teaching  in  the  spirit  of  in- 
finite love,  speaking  to  the  stu- 
dent in  terms  of  his  experience, 
and  involving  him.

was  a move  by  Haitian  President 
Francois  Duvalier  to  prevent  a 
threatened  revolt  against  his 
autocratic  regime. 

The  Organization  of  American 
States  appointed  a five-nation 
committee  expected  to  leave  for 
Haiti  Monday  morning  to  study 
the  Dominican  Republican  charg- 
es. 

The  OAS  action  came  after 
Haitian  Ambassador  Fern  Bag- 
uidi  notified  the  OAS  Council 
that  his  government  had  severed 
diplomatic  relations  with  the  Do- 
minican Republic. 

The  Domician  Republic  precip- 
itated the  crisis  earlier  in  the  day 
by  charging  that  Haiti  armed 
forces  occupied  its  embassy  in 
Port-Au-Prince.  It  gave  Haiti  24 
hours,  or  until  8 a.m.  EDT  Mon- 
day to  withdraw,  or  else  it  would 
use  armed  force  against  Haiti. 

It  was  hoped  the  OAS  investi- 
gating commission  would  arrive 
in  Port-Au-Prince  before  the 
deadline  expired.

Roberts  Wins 
All-round  Title 

Neither  win  nor  rain  nor  mu(j 
could  daunt  Cedar  City’s  Neil 
Roberts’  determined  bid  to  win 
the  all-around  championship  as 
he  sloshed  through  the  pitiful- 
ful-looking  field  for  a record 
smashing  total  of  7,343  points. 

IT  WAS  the  second  straight 
year  that  Roberts  copped  the  all- 
around  title  and  the  second 
straight  time  he  established  a 
new  mark  in  doing  it.  Last  year 
he  bettered  the  old  mark  with  a 
brilliant  7,144  point  effort,  and 
this  time  he  surpassed  his  own 
1962  mark  by  299  points. 

The  husky  6-4  senior  from  Ce- 
dar City  copped  first  place  in 
every  event  in  the  all-around 
championship.  He  had  to  share 
one  gold  medal  with  Ray  Jensen 
of  Bingham  in  the  high  jump,  but 
both  established  a new  meet  rec- 
ord in  this  event  with  -leaps  of 
6-5. 

JENSEN  WAS  far  back  in  sec- 
ond place  with  a 5,709  total,  over 
1600  points  behind.  Logan’s  Eric 
Maughn  came  in  with  a 5,038  to- 
tal, good -enough  for  third  place. 
Ron  Peck  (Lehi)  took  fourth 
with  a 3,989  total  and  Ray  Rhees 
(Weber)  trailed  the  pack  with  a 
3,814  total. 

This  year  the  scoring  system 
was  revised  and  it  robbed  Rob- 
erts of  an  even  better  record. 
Under  the  old  system  of  scoring 
he  would  have  gained  a fantastic 
7,668  points.  This  is  over  1,000 
points  better  than  the  best  mark 
prior  to  Roberts’  entrance  last 
year.
